For prefently after my Eftablifhmenr, by his many Affronis in Publique, and by 
his frequent Quarrelsin Private, about fo petty things that I am afhamed torepeat 
them, fuch as—the fitting with my Haton at Church, my flighting of Arabick, my 
not overvaluing his Greek Grammar,—and other Trifles of a much Inferior Nature,. 
Mr Busby had made me weary of my Place, long before he took an.occafion to force 
me owt of it:—In the Relation of which Bufinefs, I muft entrear all thofe, who 
think any thing of fo petty a Concernment worth their Notice, that they will wie's 
me admire Mr Busby’s exact Subtilty 5. for I beleeve there was never Greater Art 


and Cunning ufed, than in the feverall Scenes and Contrivances Mt Busby laid for 
my Undoing. The beginning was thus ; 


On Thurfday July 2.1657. Mr Busby, altogether unknown to me, came from 
Chifwicke to Weftonnfter; and, as if he had nothing to do there, but to fhew his 
Zeal fos the Statutes, he moyed the Governowrs, that, according tothe Letrer of the

Stature, the Upper Mafter, who till then had caught onely the fifth, fixth and fevenht 
Formes, might now have the Inftitution of the fourth, together with thofe other < 
and that the fecond Mafter, who till then Had tavghe the third and fourth, might 
now be put down to Teach the Puny-Boyes in the firft, fecond and third Formes 
and this Mr Buihy propofed onely in Generall Termes, without ever acquainting 
the Governexrs with the long Ufage of above threefcore Years to the contrary, of 
fo much as mentioning how that Change would refle& upon me. 

This Motion was made, and the Governours viewing the Statutes and not know- 
ing Mr Busby’s then drift, but finding the Statures, as co the Lerter of chem, to be 
as Mr Busty had alleaged, they pretently granted his Defire; and an Order was 
immediately drawn up, and, fo Great and Paffionate was Mt Busby’s haft, thac ve- 
ry night conveighed tome. The Order was as followeth;

Upon what hath been now reprefented unto the Governonrs, and upon

Governours do declare; That they will wpon all occafions maintain and 
uphold him in the Exercife and Enjoyment of all his juft Rights and Privi- 
leges as Mafter of the faid School, fo farre asconcerns them: and that 


both the Mafter and the Ufher have Copies of this Order delivered unto 
thens. 


This Order was delivered to me that very night, at which I was more than or- 
dinarily furprized, becaufe I found my felf pur torhat Dilemma, thacif { did not 
Obey it, 1 fhould be‘curned out for Contempt; and if! did Obey it,I was to engage 
in and undergo all thefe following Inconveniencies ;

Thefe with many other Statutes of the like Nature, have been by Mr Bashy, ina 
higher meafure than by any ofhis Predecejfors, conftantly broken. And at char time 
he was pleafed to take no notice of them, bur only fought to enforce fo much of 
Stature, as might prove afnaretome. Andthough Mr Bxsby did not feare to say 
before the Governours, chat he was moved to make this Alteration only out of Con-- 
fcience, and becaufe of his Oati1 3 yet that his Zeal fhould not much more put him 
upon re-inforcing thofe forementioned Statutes, (by the Breach of which the Col- 
ledgis infinkely damaged ) this has in it more of Crime, than. I am willing to give 
a Name to, ; 

This being the pofture of my Affaires upon the Reeeit of that Order, none can 
blame me if I then began both to admire and dread the virtue of Mt Busby’s Politicks, 
who had fuch clofe and fecrec vengeance in ftore againft me, before I knew thar I 
had at all offended him. 

However the iffue of this Bufinefs was,I doubt not, much contrary to Mr Busby’s

duced, For fince Imay poffibly be called away very fuddenly 
from this Place, I know nothing,nextto the Teftimony of a Good

Upon reading of this, I being calledin, and having a Publick Teftimony given 
me,in the prefence of Mr Busby, that the Governours did not intend to reflec upon 
mein the leaft manner, I withdrew chearfully to reach my little Boyes, and fo 
continued allthat Summer 5 not omitting, in the mean while, any kind of Refped ro 
Mr Busby, both by my Letrers and frequent Vifirs, which I hoped might prevaile 
with him to allay his Fiercenefs, and fo pur our thar Flame of Contention, which 
Mr Busby himfelf by his indire& dealing had kindled. 

But this eveanefs and feeming Infenfibility of my Temper, only laid me open to 
New Projets 3 for Mt Busby having wich fo much cafe, and as he thought undifco.

On Off0b.2¢6.1657.M* Busty prefently after his Return from Chifwich,C which 
he unfeafonably hafted for tharvery purpofe, the Schoole nor being then fit to re- 
ceive the Scholars, ) came to the Governours, and moved for leave to take an Af- 
fiftant, pleading Old «ge, and thathe wanted a Crutch, with other Argumen:sre- 
mote enough from his True defign: But infifting principally upon a Verball Concefli- 
on made to that purpofe at the Election, 1656. whenas then the alceration of the 
For mes was not fo much as intended. 

I hearing that Mr Busby intended to move this bufinefs, and beiug unwilling to be 
furprized again, as I was by the former Order, I made bold to write a Note unto 
an Honourable and truly Noble Perfon of the Governours, 
{ The Lord Bradjhaw, + humbly intreating him if Mr Busby,who.carefully concealed 
al} his Defigns from me,fhould propofe any fuch thing to the 
Governours, thar then he would be pleafed to intercede fo farre on my behalf, as to 
obtaine leave for me to be firftheard, I having many things to urge againit ic, and 
conceiving the Peace and Welfare of the School abfolutely ro depend upon ir. 
This Juft Requeft did prevaile fo farre with rhar Honourable Perfon, that he was 
pleafed not.only to Reprefent, but by many Arguments ro enforee the Equicy and 
Reafonablenels of it; which occafioned a long Debate,. but the Ife was, that 
“*Mr Busby had his will, as will appear by this followiag Order. 


The Governours having this day been made 
acquainted by fome of their Number now prefent, that gt the Elettion in 
the Year 1656. there was a Confent given and declared by the Governours

When this Order was delivered to me, thoughT faw my felf thereby in.a min- 
ner prejudged, yet that I might nor be wanting both to my ownand my Succef- 


fours Right 5 Ididappear at the time appointed, and declared my Reafons againft 
an Aliiftancin this following Speech.

toreprefent my Thoughts concerning an Affiftant (which 
it feems is claimed by virtue ofa Verball conceffion made to that 
purpofe in the Year 1656.)

which none fhall be more Ready and Willing to ferve Mr. Busby: 
than my felf. But forthe prefent Ithought it my Duty (and I do- 
think itthe Bond and Obligation of every good Man) toendea- 
vour to tran{mit my place unto my Succeflor, in the fame Tearms: 
and with the fame Advantages in which I found je, Bog. ia 


Thefe were fome of thofe Reafons, which Lenlarged in fgeaking, why an Af- 
Siftant oaght not az all ro be Introduced. At which Time, { muft needs acknow- 
cdg in Honcur of the Governours, that 1 had by all of thema Free and Favoura- 
ble Hearing; and chen my Reafons were thought fo Weighty, that che Govergnrs 
did Order me to give in a Copy of the Heads of them, to the Inrent thac Mr Busby 
might anfwer them, which at their next meeting Novemb. 12. 1 did ac- 
cordingly. 

My Paper was as follows : 


Jay it pleafe your Honours: 

Efore Ido make ufe of chat Permiffion, which your Honours 

have given me; 1 dohumbly entreat, for the avoiding of all 
miftakes, that you will pleafe to look upon this Paper onely asa

reafon, that the Mafters mightnot be burdened, So thar if either 
of them do burden themfelves, when thev necd nor, 1¢ 1s but e- 
quall that they fhould bear their owa Burden: And for Mr. Bus); 
firft ro take fo Unftatutable a Number, as to have above 170 uader 
hisown Care, and then todefire one ro Eafeand Affifthim, be- 
caufe he is overburdened ; this fecms to fignific onely, that Mr. 
Busby hatha mind to make ule of your Honours Authority, to Pri-

Befides, there is that Provifion made in S+ztwre for the Affi- 
{tance and Eafe of the Apper AZaFor, that the fecand Maiter 1s obli- 
gcd toteach the fowr:b Forme two hours of the day, which Duty 
Tam{ofarre from declining as a Burden, that 1 claimeit as my 
Privileds. : 

If therefore your Honours pleafe to reduce us to the condition 
of Statute; Ido inthe behalf of my Succeflours, humbly crave the 
Benefit of it, 

Firft, Thatthe Number of Scholars, which are to be properly 
under the two Afaters, may be, according to Staite, precifely but 
fixfeore ; of which ] am ready to Teach as many oras few, as 
Mr, Busby fhall think fit to Proportion me. And if your Honours 
pleafe, either to Retein or to admit of any Supernumeraries, the 
may be tranfmitted, as they were before, to the Care of an Af- 
fiftant or Uther, whois tobe Inferiour both in Place and Power 
unto the fecond M iter.

I fhall Conclude with this, That though-moft Standers by are 
fenfible that the Prefent Change doth wholly refleé&t to my Dimi- 
nution and Difgrace, yet were it only my own Concernment, my 
Refpects for Mr. Bssby would have made me fuffer in filence.. But 
the Difpute being abour Right, and importing the Good of my 
Succeffours; I hope, as your Honours cannot take it il], fo neither 
will Mr. Busby take tc unkindly, if in this Appeale I{cem to pre- 
ferre a Publick Truft, before a Private Obligation.

For Mr Busby having clearly gained to 
him(clfthe fourth Forme, and thereby much encreafed his Profic, having likewife 
obtained an Affiftant, and thereby abundantly provided for his Eafe; and in both 
Thefe, which perhaps made him relith them the better, fufficiently difgraced me ;

When this Petition was read to me by the Chairman, I was, as I had reafon, 
very much furprized; and therefore fearing left in pafiion I might fpeak any thing 
which would not become the Governours-to hear, I did defire time to perufe the 
Chargeand to ftudy an Anfwer. Burthis requeft, though rhe known Rule of all 
Courts of Juflice, was in favour of Mr Busby denied me 5 whereby I was obligcd 
to anfwer his ftudied Charge ex tempore. However, it pleafed God that I had full 
command of my Paffions at that time, and my Anfwer was fo farre from giving any 
New Offenée, rliacie much fatisfied many of the Governours ; and they prefently did 
feem to conclude M* Busby’s Charge, not onely Falfe but Frivolous.

I will not fay what I think of thefe things, but I humbly leave it 
with your Honoursto judge, Whether fuch clofe and clandeftine 
proceedings would not, in any other, favour of an Evil Defign? 
and whether he,who feeks thus to wound another in the dark,doth 
not give juft occafion to have his Intentions fufpected. 

Having premifed this concerning the Manner,] fhall proceed 
to the Matter of the Accufation. 

And co begin with the Preface,I do confefs that the School hath 
flourifhed not only 1g but now above 60 Years : Which, nexe 
to the Bictfing of God, may principally be attributed unto the Pru- 
dent Introducing of that Cuftome, fo lately altered. Whereby 
the Inftruction of Raw Youths was provided for, and yetthe 
Dignity of both the AZajters preferved, without this Interpofition 
ofa Third Perfon, whole Teaching there being neither Statutable 
nor Fitting, hath already begot, the Ufuall attendant of Needlefs 
Change, Confufion. 

For, whatever becomes of me in this Bufinefs, your Honours 
willat laft find,that this School cannot be quietly governed, till 
both the Afajters have cquall Juftice done them : Which cannot 
be, fo long asa itranger,who hath no right, fhall, under the Notion 
ofan Affitant, be rreferred, both in place and power, above him 
thathath. Andtherefore though your Honours were pleafed to 
make your Order for an Affijtasr Abfolute ; yet t did, in the behalf 
of my Succeflours, waite for {uch an Opportunity as this, to put in 
my Plea againftit : both becaufe 1 was not heard, nor my Rea- 
an by Mr. Busby anfwered,when your Honours did confirme that 

rder. 

Before I leave this Argument, J muft crave leaveto fpeak fome- 
thing untoa Claufe which I find inferted in Mr. Busby’s Petition ; 
and that is, that Mr. Busby’s Affijiant is to be maintained athisown 
Charge. This hath been much infifted on, as if it were not in- 
jurioustoany, butrather Meritorious in Mr, Busby to keepan A/- 
fiftant, he offering fo liberally to maintaine him, without putting 
either the Colledge or your Honours unto any Charge. 
~ [fhall endeavour with ali Modefty, to take off this Difguife ; 
for if Mr. Bushy would indeed content himfelf with his Sracutable 
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Number of 60 Scholjars, and yetkeepan Afiftant ; I fhould then 
think that cither che Good of the School, or a Defire ot cafe might 
be the Motive « but if Mr. Busby take in as miany fuper-numeraries 
ashe pleafech, and thereby {well the Number, asfometimes it is, 
to 200in thofe four upper Formes; I hope then your Honours 
willconclude, that for Mt Busby to keep an Affiltane at a Penfion of 
40! per_dnn.will be much for his Eafe,but more for his Profit.Indeed 
fo very much, thatthe very purchafe of it is wort! twice as much 
as the Repairs of the School have coft M: Busby: from the Credit 
of which Action perhaps it is, that Mr. B16y doth thus prefume up- 
on your Honours Favour, 

And yet the Revenew, though fo very confiderable, is not all; 
for che whole Comfort and fatisfa@ion of Teaching will be an- 
nexed alrogerher to the Zpper AZajters place ;. in which if there be 
any trouble, the A/iitzne isto take it off, Whileft the fecand A7Za- 
fier 8 condemned onely to be the Drudg of the Schooliand to {pend 
his Life inan Employment {o Mean and Inconfiderable,both as to 
the Books he is to teach,and the Perfons he is to converfe with,that 
10 Gain canrecompence fo great a Lofs both of Time and Pati- 
ence, And fo much I have tofay in Anfwer to the Preface, 

That which leads the Charge is, Tht I have expreffed great difcon= 
tent againjt your Honours Order of an cA Sytant, 

Truly [will herein contefS more than Mr. Busby can prove, and 
what he urges to Traduce, ferves to juftifie and fet forth the Merit 
of my Obedience : ‘for I muftfay, that lam indeed Difcontented : 
but how? notat your Honours Order, for that lobeyed : but at 
the Means of Procuring it,and the Ufe which is made of it. For am 
Inot{trangely deale with, when Mr, Busby requires me to do more 
then your Honours did? By your Order of 004.29. Iwas com- 
manded: vt t0 dtarb the ARtant ; Mr.Busby would have me bow 
downtohim: that is, Your Honours would have me onely (ub- 
mit to, Mr. Brsby would have me kifsthe Rod. 

Therefore I an{wer, 

ThatI did indeed command my Scholars not to ftand up and 
bowto Mr, Jemer, at his going in and out of the Schoals becaufe 
hé was'not their Teacher, and fo mo refpect was due to him upon 
thatfcore: and likewife becaufe I could net but look u30n him as 
an Intruder, and therefore I chofe this way to Humble him. 


But 
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But this Command of mine,could have no Influence upon them, 
to difrefpect Mr. Bushy; ince Lexprefly told them, that u. hin 
onely chat kind of refvect was wue. Aad therelore it chey had pur- 
pofely omutted to ftand up at Mr. Berdy’s Entrance, mult Negle& in 
them bea Crime inme? oram | to anfwer betore your Yorours 
for all the petty mifcarriages ot my Boyes? or can your Honours 
think that any of thofe little youths dare to affront Mr. Basby wlio, 
whenever I am abfent,and fometimes too when lam prefent,is not 
at all backward to punifh them? 

But if my Scholars did indeed not ftand up once at Mr.Bushy’s 
coming in,becaufe as they fay,they did not fee him; and they did 
not fee him, becaufe it was fo dark they could not fee one another ; 
then the neceffity was unavoidable,and did not at all meritMr.82s« 
by’s difpleafure : perhaps 1t might have become him better notto 
take publick notice of fuch poor things. For though I will make no 
Comparifons, yet,l muft entreac your Honours to obferve the dif- 
ference ofour Tempers: I who lye under as much Ignominy and 
Contempt as Mr.Busby can put uponme, have not yetfo much as 
modeftly complained: whereas Mr. Busby, fora Pun@ilio of Re- 
fpeét,not out of Slighting but mecrly Inadvertency,omitted by my 
Scholars,prepares an Accufation againft their Matter. 

Before I leave this Article, I muft needs {peak fomething to 
what is Infinuated, and that is concerning Penijhment: efpecially 
becaufe in the fecond Article the Word is repeated,and,as if- I were 
ftrangely delighted in Whipping, I am accufed of pretending toa 
power of Punifbing even Ad Busby bimf(elf. 

I will {peak firft for my felf,next tothe thing. 

1. For my felf I both fay, and have the teftimony of all my 
Scholars to prove it,that none ever ufed that part of their Authort- 
ty with greater Moderation than my felf: in fo much that Mr. By f~ 
by, who now accufes me, hath often complained to me,and fcemed: 
to take it ill, that I did not ufe the Rod enouzh. 

2. For the thing, I will not difpute it by way of Common-Place: 
with Qeaintilian, who thinks ic altogether unfit, and of whofe 
Judgmentlam ; but fo farre as relates to this School, { could with 
there were fome order taken to limit and reftrein the Exorbitance 
of Punifhment : that poor little Boys may not receive 30,0r 40,0ay 
fometimes 6oJafhesat atime for {mall and ee ees = 

ae: 
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I do not fay that this either now is, or heretofore hath been too [u- 
humanely pra@tifed ; but Idofay, that it well becomes your Ho- 
nous Charity for ever to Prevent it, 

For my own part, whether it proceeds out of my Naturall Re- 
mifsnefs,or out of afenfe of the Indignicy,chat fuch kind of Punith- 
ment is neither fic for me to inflict, nor for my Scholars to fuffer ; 
I could heartily wifh that there were an Affiftant in Whipping ra- 
ther than in Tcaching ; it would be well it the twoConfils here 
had their Lidors, that fo we might not’be bork Judges of the 
Fault, and Executioners of the Sentence, for fear Patlion,or fome- 
thing wore, do exafperate the Penalty. 

Truly I have {een, I forget my {elf, Ihave heard I mean, fo fad 
examples of Snel) in this kuad, that I beleeve I could make your 
Honours weep at the report of them. or te 

To inftancein no body elfe, within thefe few ycars, there was a 
Werthlefs and an Infamous Perfon taught herc, Mr.Busby’s Ne- 
phew Jobn Busby by Name; who did abufe the Liberty of Whip- 
ping to fuch an Excefs and Extravagance of feverity, that I do 

rieve for che Practife,but I blufh to think ofthe Caule of it: and, 
ieee behalf of the School, much wonder that the thing being fo 
Notorious, was neicher complained of, nor thought fit to be re« 
formed. naar 

i do humbly defire that forthe future, this Barbarous Licence 
may forever be abolifhed, for it were better the School fhould 
perihh, than fuch an Execrable Ule of Whipping fhouldagain be 
made----- Pudet dicere in gua Probra nefandi bomines ifto cedendi jure 
abutantur,-~--fay’s Quintilian. I fhall leave both the Interpreta- 
tionof that Sentence,and the Comment unto your Honouirs, 

So much for the firft Article. 

Tothe Second Article, wherein lam charged with pretending to 
a power of punifbing Adv. Busby, Gc. I need anfwer nothing Bae 
this, that Paffion is alwaies hafty, but feldome juft : for if Mr. 
Busby had given himfelf leifure to Cool, he could not have ima- 
gined me guilty of fo Rediculousa Purpofe. The whole Bufinefs 
was precifely thus,---~One day I obferving a great diforder in the 
School, by reafon that all che Upper Schollars {tood up and bowed 
to Mr, James, which wasa kind of Refpeét, that as I never chal- 
lenged my felf, fol could not think itduetohim, Thereupon 
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Icalled the Adonitoxr to me, and bade him tell ‘me why thofe Up- 
per Scholars were foover Civill, he told mie, that Mr. Bashy had 
commanded them - upon this I bade him write dowathat An- 
(wer ot his ina piece of Paper, and give it me with his Name Sub- 
{cribed ; which Ididto the Intent, that when I complained to 
the Governours, he might notdeny his Teftimony. ----And this 
it{cems isby Mr. Busby interpreted to be putting his Name ina 
Bill,e:.  Soeatie isic fora Jealous Head to mifconftrue an In- 
nocent action, And Iam very forry that Mr. Basby’s Paffion fhould 
make him betray either fo much Levity or fo much Guilt, as now 
i1 his Old Daiesto feare a whipping, as it were by way of Re- 
aoe for thofe many fharp feveritics he hath ufed-to o- 
thers, 
— Tothethird LAnfwer, That your Honours told me the .4/- 
fiftane wasto be under my Jurifdiction, and that he was there in 
the Quality only of a Monitour, and notofa Aster. And there- 
fore l amvery forry, that Ididfo much decline my own Autho- 
rity, asnot aloud to command him fileace my felf; without ufing 
the Ceremony of fending his fellow Aenitour to defire itof him. 

To the fourth [ Anfwer, ThacI can (peak-it-with a cleare Con- 
fcience, thatnoneever hada greater carc ofall his Scholars, in- 
differently whether poor or rich than my felf; and therefore hope 
your Honours will pleafe to Repaire me againft Mr. Busby, fince 
he doth not feare not only to Accufe me of fo-Great a Crime, but 
likewife endeavours fo {lenderly to prove it by the Teltimony only 
of one Youth, who ran away from:Sshool ‘long fince without my 
knowledg, and, by feverall Witnefles, hath been proved to have 
been long before my time, a Notorious Truant. So that whatfa- 
tisfaction Mr. Busby isto make mefor this fcandall, 1 muft humbly 
PERHMELINCOVOUL LAONONUES; fact cognac el oyu tees * 

Butto give amore full Anfwer, [fay that do .and-alwaies did 
think, that the. Scholars of the Foundation ought to be Taught 
for Nothing; It may perhaps become your Honours Care to en- 
quire how they have been dealt with asto that particular. And if 
the Burthen be found too great, Ido humbly defire that I may al- 
waics have the one half of them under me; that Imay manifeft 
how willing Iam to performe that part of my Duty; and how 
free ] am from the leaft Imputations . Covetoulnefs, | 
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As for the arher Scholars, they are by Statute commanded to pay 
for their Teaching ; forhat if we remit it to them, it is a Guite, tor 
which their Parents oughtto Thank us, and not a Debe which 
they canchallenge. Though truly thould Ibe to wretchedly for- 
did, as cither to Refufe or to Mifufe any (for [have known that it 
hath been even in this place, aad by rhe fame Peron who.now ac- 
cufes me too.often practifed) uponcthar {core, I fhould chink my 
{elf Unworthy to live any longer herc,and fo fave your Honours 
the Trouble of a Condemnation, 

To the fife J anfwer,----- That the School being new buile, was 
fo Raw, aad the Weather fo extreamly Cold, that Edid provide 
a Firefor my Scholars in an Out-room, and taught chem there for 
an houre only in the Morning; Which if it bea Crime, then 
Compaffion, Care, and Charity are Criminall ; and Lam glad that 
Iam proved Guilty of thei. 

As for the Inconveniencies waich Mr. Busby fates would a- 
rifeto the School from hence, I had fo provided againft them, 
borh by their fhort flay, and my {peedy Return,that they could not 
be of any great Moment. Mr, Ewsby hath indeed fixed upon one, 
which I believe your Honours never dreamed of ; his words were 
thefe,----Zhat by commanding my Schalars to my Chamber, 1 did there- 
by focw a.Difrespecj to your Honours Order about the Afiiftane : gs if 
1 were now menve unwilling to Teach wn the School than formerty, becaufe

This then it feeins is the Height of my Offence, that I thought 
my {elf injured by, Mg. Rusby, and ycc bad the prefumprutous Bold. 
nefstoappeare unfarisfied., But certainly I mutt be Tried by a 
New Law of Mr. Bizsby’s making, if I mult not only, Discft and 
beare with Wrongs, but likewifebe obliged inwardly to Approve 
them. Ithoughtithadbeen enoughta: Weare my Fetters, Mr. 
Bruby did expeét that I fhouldihave danced inthem, I did indeed 
fubmitto, but F did not know that Iwas to have hugged m yDit 
honour, 

Iwill therefore take fo:much of this Fault upon me, and fay; 
thagasno Man-either hath more Reafon to be, or is indeed ae 
wardly more Difcontensed 5 yet: Ithink none ever hath Ourward- 
ly lefsexprefled it. Which: 1 cannotfo much attribute to the Paf- 

vene{sof my Temper, astamy Care; forlam very unwilling 
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to give any of ny Enemics the Pleafure of feeing me Troubled. 
ut let Mr.Busby diminith me how he pleafett ard call me Wh. 
cr; yet muftremember, that by the Statutes, I am joyned ia 
Commiffion with him, andam otherwife his equall. | 

Let him Dignifie Mr, Fuses as much ashe will, and of an Mher 
make him his -4fifiants yet Lmuft nor, I cannot forger, thatthe 
fame Perfon was not long fince my Inferiour in the School, and is 
{till my Juntour in the Univerfity. 

Totfee Mr. Bush,’s Uther theretore advanced above me, anda 
greater efped publickly paid him than } ever had, or did pre- 
tendto, mult certainly bea very unpleafing Spectacle; fince it 
did daily rubbe the fore, and keptthe Wound from Clofins. For 
this Afijtant doth not{o much proclaime Mr. Bashy’s Victory as 
his Triumph ; ard is only a Trophee ereéted to my Difhonour. 

Though therefore I will not wrong my forementioned Ends fo 
much, astofay loncethoughtof Mr. Bish;’s Affitant, yct if Thad 
retired from this fight, and cotally abftained from the School, thts 
could not Civilly have been otherwife Interpreted, but chat ] was 
Vanquifhed and had therefore quit the Field; and was not willing 
to Difpute the Place any longer, For quietly to withdraw, and fi- 
lently to keep in ones Difcontenrs ; this Argues nothing buta {ct- 
led Patience, and concludes nothing butthe merit of a Paffive O- 
bedience. 

And this is.my Anfwer to the Articles. 

] fhall conclude with Mr, Bushy’s Petition, That yoar Honours 
will pleafe to prevent the Diforder and Ruine of the Schools that is, as I 
interpret it, that your Honours will pleafe to Reftore things unto 
the fame Condition, in whichthe Schoole, through the Bleffing 
of God, hathfolong Eminently Flourifhed. For if the Begin- 
ings of that Change have begot fo many Difturbances, it may 
juftly be feared that the Continuance of it will only Increafe and 
Heighten them. i 


This Speech,had Mz Busby ftaid to have heard it our as Tearneftly defired, perhaps 
it might have allayed his Fiercenefs 5 burat the very beginning,when | pronounced 
the word Asfor,Mt Busby, without any leave, went out of the Commitree-Chamber 5 
though I meant it innocently for'an Adfor in aC anfe,and not for ar Adter of Cratarder. 

Bue the Govermours were either fo farre fatisfied, oar lem fo fare cbavinced thar 
Mr Busby’s Articles were Impertinent, as they wholly waved thtim > and. yet 
being willing fome way to Gratifie Mr Busby, they refolved however to 
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remove me; aS not imagining perhaps, that any could have good Nature enough 
to forgiveM: Busty’s fevere i’ rofecudon,which was exafperated by fo many Unhand- 
fome and Provoking Circumftances, 


My removalt being thus concluded on, it was 2 long time before it could be re- 
folved upon what Ground to bottome fuch a Proceeding; T having fully cl<ar’d my 
felf from what Mt Busty had hitherro alleaged, and being ready to ani wer whatever 
either he or any elfe could further putin againft me + Ac laft after fix or feven hours 
debate, it was refolved,thar my Title fhould be queftioned 5 and though many ofthe 
Governors * were ready, and'did offer co proteft againft that Appearance of Uuc- 
quall dealing, yet theic Proveftations were nor accepted.

The Governours hereupon did prefently fo tarre accept of Dr. 
Owens Choice, thaton Juve 19,1256, they made an Order to ad- 
mit Mr. Beg {pave to Ofkciate in Mr.incears Room,by way of Pro- 
bationfhip untill Wor.2. following. And Mr.Vinceat had all that’ 
Time given him for the recovery of his Health, 

When that time was expired, and Mr./iacent found no Amend- 
ment, hecame tothe Governours, and finally gave up his Place;

ing his Teltimony concerning him. 

Whereuponthe Governours did Abfolutely enftate Mr, B7zy-

When the time of my Sufpenfion Was expired,which was to lait till rhe Ele@ion 
May 165%.
